On July 29, 2003, the undersigned attorney of record filed the above- 
identified patent application. Along with the application, a self-addressed postcard was 
submitted pursuant to M.P.E.P. §503. On August 18, 2003, the postcard was returned, 
identifying Serial Number 10/629,529, and assigned a filing date of July 30.

The present petition is being submitted pursuant to 37 CFR §1.1 0(c), 
which is reproduced below: 

(c) Any person filing correspondence under this section that was received by the Office 
and delivered by the "Express Mail Post Office to Addressee" service of the USPS, who can 
show that there is a discrepancy between the filing date accorded by the Office to the

The facts associated with this issue are generally as follows. The above- 
identified patent application was prepared for filing on July 29, 2003. An "Express Mail" 
mailing label number (EV 309495995 US) was included in the 37 CFR § 1 .10(a) 
certificate on the transmittal documents accompanying the patent application. A self- 
addressed postcard was attached to the patent application pursuant to M.P.E.P. §503 (see 
Exhibit A). The patent application, accompanying documents, and self-addressed 
postcard were packaged in a single Express Mail package, which was hand-delivered to 
the USPS by an employee of Crawford Maunu PLLC on July 29, 2003. The USPS 
entered the date of 7/29/03 in the "Date In" field of the Express Mail label, which is the 
correct date. A copy of the Express Mail label is attached at Exhibit C. 

On August 18, 2003, the postcard (Exhibit A) was returned, assigning the 
application Serial Number 10/629,529, and a filing date of July 30, 2003. However, the 
postcard also indicated a handwritten filing date of 7/29/2003. The undersigned attorney 
of record was notified on August 1 8, 2003 by a Crawford Maunu PLLC employee that the 
filing date accorded by the USPTO did not correspond to the date of the 37 CFR §1.1 0(a) 
certification. To further show compliance with the requirements of 37 CFR § 1.10(c)(3), 
we are attaching a copy of the receipt, shown as Exhibit D, generated by the USPS on 
7/29/2003 indicating that the Express Mail package EV 309495995 US was deposited 
with the USPS on 7/29/2003. As evidenced by this USPS document, the date and time
